In the senate,

Coupled with the stern measures 
adopted bv the government come 
predictions from many quarters th at 
bloodshed is certain to follow any 
extended effort to operate the roads 
during the strike.

low men may be certain of 
some 
compensation. 
The employe is better off in most 
cases to have his compensation in 
the shape of a weekly wage than in 
a lump sum. 
He is no. used 
to 
handling money and frequently i s ’deeds. 
the victim of confidence men or h i s ,_____ 
own foolishness, when his damages 
come to him in a large amount. 
Hum ane Principles 
After all, while the 
workmen's 
compensation 
act is 
founded 
on 
sound economical principles and em­ 
ployers should not hesitate to 
ac­ 
cept it for that reason, there still 
remains that sense of fairness in­ 
born in us all, which appeals to us 
to get away from the present bar** 
barous system the product of mod­ 
ern industry. 
The hum an machine must not be 
treated with less consideration than 
the mechanical contrivance. 
As we 
carry something to the depreciation 
account for the wear and tear of 
our machinery so must we take into 
account the depreciation of the em ­ 
ploye who certainly is as necessary 
to, our success as is the machine. 
The Commission 
It was first provided that a board 
of three members should administer 
the workm en’s 
compensation act; 
but further consideration of the sub­ 
ject developed* the idea that acci­ 
dents result from cause; 
th at in 
any system dealing wMth compensa­ 
tion for loss occasioned 
by injury, 


onstrated beyond 
controversy that 
many 
accidents 
are 
avoidable 
through the use of simple devices; 
that many accidents 
may 
be pr^ 
vented by simple 
rules regulating 
the conduct of men 
with one an­ 
other; that many accidents may be 
prevented by 
a simple 
system of 
education of employers to the dang. 
ers of their employment. 
And so the legislature created tha 
industrial commission 
with largo 
powers along this line. We hope to- 
accomplish much in helping both tho 
employer and employe in preventing 
accidents. 
An investigation recently 
mads 
shows that in one plant employing 
a great num ber of men the average 
loss of time from accidents per man 
for the first six months of 1909, was 
37 hours, 
while in the first sh 
months of 1911, the time loss was 
only 15 hours 
per man per year. 
This is a reduction of sixty per cent 
in two years. 
The methods 
adopted by those 
concerns can be adopted with little 
expense by anyone. 
It will be the 
pleasure of the commission 
from 
tim e to time to furnish employers 
wit* the results of these investiga­ 
tions in such form that they may 
m ake practical 
application of the 
best methods in this and other coun­ 
tries. 
Insurance 
In 1908' the employers of 
this 
state paid in premiums to liability 
companies over $600,000 and 
the 
companies paid back in the way of 
damages 
to 
employes, 
$296,000. 
Much of the amount paid to 
em­ 
ployes went to attorneys’ fees and 
costs. 
Other years have been very 
much less favorable to the employe#. 
Under the laws of the state em­ 
ployers having 
200 or 
more em­ 
ployes may organize 
mutual com­ 
panies. 
By doing this much of the 
expense of 
administration of the 
fund may be saved. 
For 
instance, 
while it costs 51 per cent of the 
premium to 
administer 
the fnAd 
without liability companies, in Ger­ 
many with the 
mutual companies 
that is done for less than fifteen per 
cent. 
It is unnecessary to have a 
very large m utual company .Tbs rkk 
is so well distributed under the law 
that a comparatively small company 
may safely .undertake this line of 
insurance. 
The industrial commission and the 
insurance commissioner will co-op­ 
erate with those desiring to organic 
m utual companies. 
Expense of the Commission 
It is believed that the expenae of 
maintaining the industrial commit* 
sion and its employes, can be more 
than saved to the taxpayer by the 
saving in the expense of the courts 
It costs $100 per day on the aver­ 
age to run a circuit court with * 
jury. 
The expense of trials of per* 
sonal injury cases is very great. 
The legislature provided by Chap­ 
ter 4 85, laws of 1911, that every 
employer shall do everything rea­ 
sonably necessary to protect the life, 
health, safety and welfare of 
his 
employes. 
This is a very compre­ 
hensive provision of the law and the 
industrial commission has power to 
investigate the fact and lay down 
the rule and enforce it. 
It is better 
for all of us to work together to 
m ake these law s effective in the par- 
pose and intent 
with which they 
w’ere enacted.

An Ordinance to regulate the travel, 
speed and operation 
of 
automo­ 
biles. motorcycles and other simi­ 
lar motor vehicles in the city of 
La Crosse and providing a pun­ 
ishment for the violation thereof. 
The common council of the city of 
La Crosse do ordain: 
Section I. 
W herever used in this 
ordinance the w’ord “ vehicle” shall
